Apropos of the bill recently intro- 


duced in congress to make one state 
out of Indian Territory and Oklahoma 
the following information about condi- 
tions iu the Indian Territory is of tiine- 
ly interest: 


There are 200 newspapers published 


in the Indian Territory, twenty of 
which are dailies. There are forty-five 
presidential postofnces, according to 
the report of 1903, and the gross re- 
ceipts for that year, ending Sept. 30, 
were $320,000. 
There are 030 fourth 


class postofflces, which is a greater 
number than is found in one-third of 
the states of the Union. Since the cen- 
sus of 1003 there have been 230 post- 
offices established, says the Kansas 
City Journal. 


The per cent of the population en- 


gaged in agriculture is exceeded in 
only three states in the Union—Missis- 
sippi, Oklahoma and Arkansas. 


There are 232 hanks in the Indian 


Territory, 100 of them national banks. 
All of these have been established 
within the last fourteen years, and 
within the last two and a half years 
there have been established seventy- 
five national banks, five times as many 
as were established in all the New 
England states combined. 


In 1900 there were 2,500 miles of rail- 


road in the Indian Territory. There 
are now 4.500 either in operation or 
under course of construction. There 
has been more railroad building in the 
Indian Territory and Oklahoma with- 
in the past three years than in any 
other two states in the Union com- 
bined. There are at this time six dif- 
ferent railroad companies building new 
lines in the Indian Territory. 


Five of the larger towns are Musko- 


gee, Ardmore, South McAIester, Chick- 
asha and Durant. 
, The available farm land in Indian 
Territory is estimated at 13,000,000 
acres, figures taken from the records 
of the Dawes commission. Of this 
there was probably 15 per cent in cul- 
tivation in 1903. There are about 2,000,- 
000 acres of pine land where pine is 
found in commercial quantities, and 
there is a great abundance of hard 
woods of all kinds. 


The latest statistics obtainable give 


the value of farm animals at §55,000.- 
000; "Other farm products, $35,000,000. 
There were 230,000 bales' 'of cotton 
raised in 1903, which was about a two- 
third crop. It is estimated that there 
will, on account of increased acreage, 
be 400,000 bales raised in 1904. 


There were 38,000,000 bushels of corn 


raised in 1903. Potatoes are becoming 
one of the leading crops. Two crops 
each year on the same land is the rule. 


It is estimated that the farm lands 


of Indian Territory are -worth §300,000,- 
000, 
exclusive of 2.000,000 acres of coal 


land and the pine lands. 


There is an oil belt from Bartlesville 


south 100 miles, and it is forty miles 
wide. This field has not been tested 
and may be larger.

If applied to a field where the alfalfa 


is already a year or two old the infect- 
ed soil may be mixed with the soil of 
the field by harrowing or disking (the 
disks being set straight, so as not to 
cut off the alfalfa roots), preferably 
early in the spring or after cutting has 
been made. 


The infected soil may be applied in 


any way to get it over the field—as by 
hand (throwing it from the wagon), 
with an end gate seeder, if the soil is 
dry enough and sufficiently well pul- 
verized, or in any other way wbiclr* 
may be found convenient. 


The results obtained during the past 


year fully confirm the results previous- 
ly reported by the Illinois station con- 
cerning the Importance and value of 
inoculation for alfalfa.

Illinois Minister'* Plan For Securing 


Regular Contribution". 


The Rev. Fred D. Stone, minister of 


the Methodist Episcopal church at Ore- 
gon, 111., has an original method of col- 
lecting enough money from his^congre- 
gatlon to pay all of the expenses of 
the church, says tbe Chicago Tribune. 


Just before the beginning of each 


conference ye.ir he has prepared in the 
printing office a large calendar, on the 
card of which is printed a picture of 
his church, the hours of the different 
Sunday services and a calendar for tbe 
new year. At one side of the calendar 
is a block of fifty-two sinnll envelopes, 
the envelopes being "blocked" so that 
one at a time inar be torn off. Each 
envelope bears a date and a blank line 
on which to write a name. 


These calendars are then distributed 


to each contributing member of the 
church, and each calendar is supposed 
to be hung in a room where visitors 
may see it It is also expected that the 
member will tear off an envelope bear- 
ing the date on which he attends 
church, that he will inclose a suin of 
money in it and take and leave it at 
the church. .Above the calendar is the 
"motto." It reads as follows: "A con- 
tribution from every member with re- 
ligious regularity."

Barler an Feed For Horned. 


Except on the Pacific coast barley i3 


not extensively used as a feed iu the 
United States doubtless owing to the 
fact that it is in such demand for 
brewing purposes that ft is high in 
price. Wherever it is grown, however, 
it is frequently possible to secure at a 
low cost grain which is off color owing 
to rain or fog during harvest and 
which for this or some other reason is 
unfit for brewing, but valuable as feed. 
The barley grown on the Pacific coast 
is extensively used in the feeding of 
horses. Its use for this purpose is old 
in other countries. The Arabs fed their 
horses unground barley, and it is used 
successfully by the Berl>ers of-uorth 
Africa. In Europe its value is general- 
ly recognized. 
Barley may be fed 


whole to horses having good teeth and 
not required to do severe work. Since 
ground barley, like -wheat, forms a 
pasty mass when mixed with saliva, it 
is regarded as more satisfactory to 
crush than to grind it if for any reason 
it is considered undesirable to feed tbe 
grain whole.
